THE NEGRO NOT TO BE NEG- 
LECTED IN THE SOUTHERN 
EDUCATION SCHEME. 

The Atlanta Constitution 
as misleading the handling by the cen- 
statistics of illiteracy in the 
country, its special complaint being 
that “it is not fair to the Southern 
States, for instance, to ignore in the 
figures the fact large a per- 
centage of their population is colored 
and that these constitute the bulk of 
their illiterates.’. The Constitution 
goes on to say that “to mix the figures 
and report the general result as to the 
population of the Southern States is 
manifestly unjust, and causes us to 
bear a status as to illiteracy that is 
undeserved and misleading to those 
who do not understand these statistical 
tricks.” The most casual acquaint- 
ance with reports on illiteracy in the 
census would have prevented the Con- 
stitution from making such criticism. 
Volume II of the reports of the twelfth 
census contains more than 100 pages 
dealing with the subject of illiteracy, 
and presenting the figures of illiteracy 
in the population ten years of age and 
over by States and Territories, classi- 
fied by sex and color and by nativity, 
whether foreign-born, born of native 
parents or born of foreign parents. 
The figures are not mixed in the cen- 
sus, but are presented as clearly as 
anyone accustomed to statistical work 
could well The trouble with 
some folks is that in lack of acquaint- 
ance with original census figures they 
confuse imperfect or designedly mis- 
leading handling of figures derived 
from the census with the figures of the

That is not the point, however, 
which it is desired to make in this con- 
nection. Less than a year ago, if mem- 
ory is not at fault, the Atlanta Consti- 
tution was one of the Southern news- 


papers which circulated, with most 
laudable intent, figures regarding the 
illiteracy among Southern’ whites 


which ignored other necessary figures. 
The circulation of such figures was for 
the purpose of furthering a campaign 
in the Southern Education scheme, and 
the Manufacturers’ Record did all 
within its power at the time to direct 
attention to their misleading character. 
About the same time there were some 
impassioned talk in quarters not a 
thousand miles removed from the At- 
lanta Constitution to the effect that 
there should be no color-line in educa- 
tion. That, too, was in promotion of 
the Southern Education scheme. The 
Manufacturers’ Record did the best it 
could to expose the fallacy and the 
danger of such a doctrine. The mis- 
leading figures in support of the “logic 





of statistics” have been rather with- 
drawn from circulation, and the cry 
of no color-line has become rather faint 
in the South. The impression, though, 
is that such disappearance and such 
silence are due rather to considerations 
of expediency on the part of the few 
individuals responsible for them, and 
that the campaign on such 
likely to be renewed whenever the op- 
portunity seems favorable. Certainly, 
the friends of the Southern Education 
scheme at the North have not relaxed 
their hopes in that direction. This ap- 
pears in the speech of Washington 
Gladden of Ohio at the last annual 
convention at New London, Conn., of 
the American Missionary Association 
of the Congregational Church, an asso- 
ciation which is, perhaps, more respon- 
sible than any other for the distressing 
mistakes in education from which the 
South is now suffering. President 
Gladden said:

What a tremendous problem still is this 
problem of the black race at the South! 
There have been times when it seemed to | 
that we were getting it pretty well out 
our hands, but no such possibility is now in 
sight. It was never a more serious question 
than it is today. 

The men who are seeking to co-operate 
with the Southern people in promoting the 
general cause of education at the South have 
undertaken a most patriotic service. Their 
efforts are not directed toward the education 
of the negro—it is the promotion of education 
in the whole country, irrespective of rac 
sex or creed, to which they have pledge: 
themselves. It is not merely an educationa 
crusade of the North in the South—Southern 
men are in the front of it; the North is rising 
in response to the call of the South, with the 
purpose of using its larger resources where 
they are needed most. Education prosecuted 
along these lines must result in a more in 
telligent and a kindlier public sentiment to 
ward the negro, and in a better estimate of 
his rights and capabilities. 

This powerful movement toward the spread 
of education in the South must also create a 
tremendous demand for well-trained teach 
ers, and the burden thus thrown upon our 
eolleges and secondary schools will be greatly 
increased. Those measures by which in most 
of the Southern States the negro has been 
practically disfranchised represent an omi 
nous, but not permanent, tendency. The dis 
franchisement of ignorance or of moral 
worthlessness is not to be deprecated, but 
the drawing of the line of political privileg: 
between the ignorant white man and the 
ignorant black man is a wrong that cannot 
endure. It can only be justified by the de 
liberate purpose to reduce the race to a sub- 
ject condition. 

The Southern people are essentially a 
chivalrous people, and they cannot build 
their citizenship on any measure of injustice 
to the weak. They must prevail because 
this is a Christian age and a Christian na 
tion, and he who counts the poor and needy 
among his friends has come to reign and wil 
reign until he has put all his enemies under 
his feet.

Through the vagueness of parts of 
this address are traces of the vagueness 
which has characterized much of this 
Southern Education propaganda. At 
the same time it will be noticed that 
there still persists the necessity for 
education at the North about the negro. 
Dr. Gladden himself says that educa- 
tion “must result in a more intelligent 
and a kindlier public sentiment toward 
the negro and in a better estimate of 
his rights and capabilities.” Certainly 
in no part of the country is there a 
kindlier public sentiment toward the 
negro than in the South, and certainly 
in no part of the country 
greater need for a better estimate of 
his rights and capabilities than in the 
North, or in those portions of the North 
where he is credited with almost every 
capability and given every right, save 
the most essential—the capability and 
the right to earn an honest living at 
work for which he is best suited.

THE PROPOSED GEORGIA PATROL LAW.

(Written for the Manufacturers’ Record.] 


It is with pleasure that I comply with 
your request to discuss, through the col- 
wons of your valuable paper, the bill now 
pending before the general assembly for 
the establishment in Georgia of a State 
Patrol.

in fact, no legislator, however well 
versed in the affairs of State, can begin 
to prophesy with any degree of certainty 
the practical effect of a proposed law 
until it has received a fair and impartial 
trial at the hands of the people for whom 
it was made to govern, 

The ever-swinging pendulum of popular 
thought and action has inspired me in the 
belief that a people can only be safe in 
the enjoyment of the constitutional rights 
bequeathed to them by the sovereiguty 
when that sovereignty in some way exer 
cises its protectorate over the citizen, so 
us to insure peace and happiness to him, 
who, in turn, through the system of taxa- 
tion, supports the State. 

Believing that this peace and happiness 
can be best maintained through the exer- 
cise of the police powers of the State, 1 
huve prepared and introduced in the legis 
lature of Georgia a bill looking to the 
establishmeut of a State Patrol. 

The proposed measure vests the ap- 
pointing power in the grand juries of the 
several counties, and provides that seven 
citizens shall be named from each militia 
district as patrolmen. 

These patrolmen are to serve for twelve 
months, and are to be exempt from road 
duty during their respective terms, and 
are to be compensated from the insolvent 
of the State in 


form as is now provided for the pay of 


cost fund manner and 


deputy sheriffs for the performance of 
similar duties, 

They will be subject to the call of a cap 
tain selected from their own number, and 
shall be clothed with police powers, it be 
ing prescribed that they shall patrol their 
respective districts and arrest all profli- 
gate, idle and suspicious persons, and see 
that all such persons as may be classed 
as vagrants shall be dealt with as the law 
against vagrancy provides.
